before a Magistrate, but before n Judge of

Court, A person committed on an applica. 
lion, for extradition is uot to be surrendered 
for fifteen days, during which time he has a 
right to apply for a writ of habeag corpus. 
The caso on the writ of kabeas ‘corpus might 
vary possitly, and in certain eveuts would 
necesaitily, come before the committing [ 
Tudye,. so that the defendant would ba.da- 
prived of all. appeut to -an independent tri 
bunal. When one of the Judges of the Su- 
prome Court tnkes short leava it is not eus- 
tomary-to, make an acting appointment, the 
remaining. Judge doing the whole of the 
work that cannot be deferred until the re- 
turn of bis colleagne. Et is the-snme in ease 
of illness. In either of theso canas tha de- 
fendant, if ba wished to sue out habeas corp, 
would have to do eo befora the Court by which 
he had been committed, with the presiaiption 
tbat tha Judge’ would: take tho same. view 
ag on the committal, so thut the. appeal 
would be practically useless.

For instance, 
although natices of, agencies and bran- 
ches of foreign firms were_ posted: outside 
of the foreign conecasion no ‘mensures were 
taken for their prevention or suppression, 
nor did the Foreign Office raise objections 
when foreigners sent in requests for the con- 
Linuation of the term of their passports or 
travel in tho interior. Those small matters 
were all passed unnoticed, ao that tourists 
aud merchants travelling in the interior ware 
greatly facilitated.” Tho ‘7/ochi then goes 
on to assert that all this agreeable manuer 
of dealing with alions is.to cease, the reason 
given being that, as the treaty’ revision 
conferences bave come to-an eid, so also 
has the vecessity of consulting the ‘con-- 
venience of foreigners. “The chief desire 
of foreignera,” the Hoch says, “ia freedom 
of travel in the interior, and as this ‘ia -one- 
.of the special conveniences that sre to be 
stipulated for in the trenty, it if undesirable

We have iton good authori- 
ty that one influential section of the mis- 
siouary body has recived official intimation 
of the necessity for altering ‘the conditions 
‘under which residence in the interior is now 
persiblo.”

proteciorate. . Commenting on reports which 
had bean curvent at Singapore ‘regarding the 
‘impending changes. the Slraite Times of the 
7th May says:—* Tho: Dutch’ Government.

Let 
Holland only fix the boundaty line, and the 
whole difficulty would disappear. But 
Holland keopa tho affair pending, ag if in 
hapes.of finding some pretence for interven- 
tion, The Company is so anxious to defeat.

Tt is ‘sone 
satiefaction to find that, in Holland, voices 
have boon raised against the policy of tho 
Dutch “Government...

he duty is one that ought pro- 

porly to devolve on private charity. In- 


every largo town at home societies may be 


found. for reclaiming aod assisting fallen 
women, the societies being aupported en- 
tirely by yoluntary contributions, Why 
should the Po Leung Kuk, which interests 
itself in the rescue of females, not interest 
itself also in their maintenance for the time 
being and their future settlement in life? 


‘For such 8 purpose paneer would 


readily be obtainable not only from the Chi- 
nese, but, if they were allowed to have a 
voice in the direction, from the Europea 
community also, A Government home will, 
wo fear, inevitably. prove a failure, for the 
work ia entirely outside the proper sphera 
of Government. It hag been ssid that 
if theGorernment steps in to “prevent 
feitales beiug trafficked in it is bound to 
provide for the maintenance and enre of the 
reacued, This does not follow. It ia the 
duty of the Government ‘to prevent ‘crime,

prostitute. The Government of this colony,

the girl is rescued. ‘There, sa we maintuin, 
the duty of the Government ends. By what 
possible procéss of reasoning can’ it’ be 
held that tha colony, by the mere fact. of 
preveuting ber prostitution, becomes charge- 


rable -for the future. maintenancs of the 


girl? In England ho parish will 80; port the 
paupers of another pariah, ‘but immediately 
hands them over to their dwn. Why should 
‘we support the paupers of Canton? ™ But, it 
may be said, the gitls must be disposed ‘of 
in some way. To this we reply that if the 
matter were left to private ebarity, it would 
prove sufficient for the requirements. Bat, 
failing this,.we sre informed. that there are 
institutions at Canton where the girls could 
be provided for; andin any onae, if they 
were sent to the authorities there the latter 
could not refuse to. receive them. It would 
no doubt bo more to the interest of the girls 
that thay should be received into a home’ in 
this coloriy, and af the charitably disposed 
choose to establish such a home we say. all 
bonour to them, but it is not the duty of the 
Government to do so, The work, mora 
over, is one for which the Government ia 
wholly unfitted. To make sucha home a 
success..love and sympathy must- be the 
dominnting . features of its adminis- 
tration; the Government. is impersoval 
and bas no love or sympathy to bestow. It 
will engage a matron, but tho basis of thé 
engagement will necessarily be a purely 
mercenary one. If the matter wera left to 
Privste charity, it would be taken up as a 
labonr of love. The Tong Wab Hospital is 
certainly a very improper place to send 
rescued femalea. to, but we think the Pu 


Leung Kuk’ might very easily be prevutiodt the water 


upon to establish a separate institution for 
their accommodation, Tha Missiovary bodies 
would also, we think, gladly take tho matter 
up ifs little pecuniary nesistance were given.

THE TREATY BETWEEN CHINA 
AND. PORTUGAL. 


The negotiations of tho Portuguese-Chinese 
Treaty commenced ius Macao jn the month of 
August, 1886, hutwoon ‘Sir. Robert Hart and 
H. FE. Benhor Thomaz de Sonza Roza, the Go- 
vernor of Macao, and, afterwards transferred to 
Lisbon, where, on the 26th March, 1887, « Pro- 
tocol af four arti was xigued by Henrique 
Barros Gomez, Minister and Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs of Portugal, and James 
Muncan. Campbell, as representative of Chinn 
duly authorized by an Imperial Weores. ‘Ihe 
four articles of tho Protocal are as follows :—~ 

Anzovr Lst--A treaty of friendship and 
commerce with most-fayonred-nation clause -will 
ho conelnded and signed at Poking. 

AlericLe 2Np.—Chiua confirma perpetual be. 
eupation and government of Mucuo and its de- 
pendencies by Portuga) like any other Portu- 
ffuese possession. é 

Anticre Srp.—Portugal engages’ never to 
alienate Mnono and its dependencies withont: 
apreemoent with China. ; . 7 

ARTICLE 4cn—Portagal engages to co-opor- 
ate in opium revenue work at Macao, in same 

, Woy:as England at Hongkong, — 

The Treaty wus aigned at Peking. on tho Ist 
day of December, 1°87, and consists of fifty-four 
articles. ‘The ist ‘article guarantees the con 

. tinuation of peace and amity betweon the two 
countries. The following threo: articlus’ deal 
with the stipulations contained in the articles 
2nd, Srd, and 4th of tho. Lisbon Proteool, The 
artioles 5, 6, 7, &, and 9 doal with Diplomatic and 
Consulat Agents. Tha article 10 contains the 
_most-favoured-nation olause. The articles 11 to 
18 guarantee the privileges and immunities of 
Portuguese subjects residont in China, Article 
19 deala-with cases of-slipwreck on the coast of 
Chiva. The articles “0 to 44-contain dispositions 


have beon almost entirely displacad hy steam- 
ships. But until tha Portugnese and West Coast 
pirates were destroyed Macao was a source of 
continual affliction iv the Chinese, so much 60 
that it'is easy to nnderstand how it was the re-
